NEW YORK. June 8.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. 1 Francis B. Loomis, Minis- 
ter to Venezuela, who is now in Eng- 
land, in an interview with the London 
correspondent of the Herald, says that 
the report that Germany desires to pos- 
sees the Island of Margarita, Vene- 
zuela, so far as he knows, has not been 
made the subject of official corre- 
spondence between the United States 
and Germany.

“Are the people of Venezuela as 
strongly attached to the Monroe doc- 
trine as the people of the United 
States,” was asked. 

“They were,” he said. “That is to 
say. about the time of President Cleve- 
land’s historic message, but since then 
there has been the Spanish war, and, 
for various reasons, racial an d oth- 
erwise, popular sentiment has naturally 
been subjected to a considerable 
change toward the United States. 
Hence u may be quite possible that ne- 
gotiations between the Venezuelan and 
German governments might be in 
progress without the United States be- 
ing officially cognizant.

resentatives will make known the fig- 
ure at which the corporation will dis- 
pose of its belongings to the city. In 
the mean time, citizens and city of- 
ficials alike are wondering just how 
the*®negotiations will come out. 

Various guesses have been made as 
to the amount the company will ask 
the city to pay. Some persons say it 
will be as low as $2,000,000, while others 
place it above $3,000,000. 

James Kenealy, who was secretary 
of the Board of Water Arbitrators, 
in speaking ot the matter yesterday, 
eaid: 

“There is no doubt in my mind that 
the water company will offer its ‘plant 
for sale to the city at a compromise 
price. That is, the price will be rea- 
sonable from the point of view of the 
water people, whether the City Coun- 
cil looks at it in that light or not. 

„1 cannot speak on the matter from 
any information I have, for I know 
absolutely nothing about the present 
plans of either the city or the water 


company. 

“That both sides are desirous of a 
compromise, I have no doubt, and 
each has reasons for wanting the 
long Utigation settled. 

“I believe the price esked by the 
water company will not exceed §2,- 
500,000. 1 base this on 
following facts: Three ears 
Mr. Mulholland, who is, I — bet. 
ter fitted to put a price on the plant 
than any other man, estimated the 
cost of the works, exclusive of (the 
Crystal Springs plant, at $1,800,000. 
The water company, 1 understand. 
values the Crystal Springs plant at 
$1,000,000. On these figures, made 
three years ago, the value of the en- 
tire works would be $2,800,000 

“Now, during the last three years 
the company has expended consider- 
able money in improvements. Just 
how much, I do not know. However, 
I do not think that the company will 
name a figure as high as the com- 
bined value of the two plants, accord- 
ing to these figures. 

“It is to the interest of the company 
to arbitrate or compromise, as well 
as to the interest of the city. Of 
course, while the quarrel is going on, 
the water company is reaping its an- 
nual profit from the operation of the 
plant, but I believe the company k 
just as willing to settle the matter at 
a fair figure as is the city. 

“Admit that In case of continued 
Mtigation the city will win in the end. 
Then, wher the decision is reached 
and the company loses its title to the 
property, what is to prevent the city 
from continuing litigation to recover 
the profits of the plant between the 
time when the plant should, by the 
terms of the original contract, have 
reverted to the city, and the time 
when the controversy is settled? In 
that instance, the present water com- 
pany would have 0 defend such ac- 
tions, not from the profits of the com- 
pany, but from the pockets of the in- 
dividual stockholders, and in case of 
losing in the end they would have to 
aig again to settle. 

“On this account alone, I believe, 
the company is willing to compromige, 
and I believe it is policy for the city 
to accept a compromise figure, even 
though it be a little more than th 
Council believes is a fair price. 

“Even though the figures may seem 
exorbitant, I believe the city would 
have been wise to have paid $3,000,- 
000 for the plant three years ago. Say 
the annual profit of the company is 
$300,000. In three years it would

THE HOP SING TONG 
BREATHES REVENGE. 


RATH fills the heart of Chung 
W Chung Fook, the boss of the Hop 

Sing Tong. He desires that the 
vengeance of the tong be visited upon 
a white devil newspaper reporter. 

The publication by The Times of the 
murderous intrigue that led up to the 
killing ot Wong Woon by Ng Toy 
Wing, who was the selected assassin 
of the tong, has caused consternation 
among the Hop Sings in Los Angeles. 

It is understood that Chung Chung 
Fook has gathered about him his faith- 
ful hatchet men and demanded to 
know where the leak occurred. They 
have been roundly denounced for gab- 
bling tao much, and it is highly prob- 
able that some one wil) be well dis- 
ciplined because of that story. As to 
this discipline, no one will ever know 
outside of the inmost circles of the 
tong. 

The doings of the tong are cloaked in 
an almost impehetrable mystery. The 
discovery by The Times of some of the 
salient facts of the Woon murder, af- 
forded a good example of the difficulty 
of tapping the secrecy of Chinatown. 

It was known among the Chinese for 
months that Woon was a marked man. 
Woon himself knew it for some time. 
Open threats were made against his 
life at least six weeks before he was 
killed. Several attempts were made to 
blackmail and wring money from him. 
Many Chinamen knew of this, yet not 
a word got to the white people. 

Even after the shooting had occurred 
and Ng Wing was caught almost red- 
handed, the courts were able to get at 
only a hint of the real significance of 
the affair. It was only after the trial 
was all over theta of came 
out. 

That little was enough to involve 
two or three men in a murder con- 
spiracy, and to charge Ng Toy Wing 
with a vastly more serious charge than 
mansiaughter. 

The Chinese understand this. People 
do not generally realize what a close 
tab they keep oh the doings of the day, 
in court circles particularly. Every 
tong has a man known as the outs de 
man, and it is his business to keep 
posted. 

He must “put himself wise,” as the 
slang phrase is. 

And verily he does. 

‘When Wong Fong used to live in Los 
Angeles, that was his job. He kept 
the closest watch on the papers, and 
sometimes used to make naive sug- 
gestions of doctored reports to the re- 
porters. 

The Hop seng outside man is Charley

He raised himself from a r vendor 
of matches on the strects Chrinatown 
to the leadership of the tong. This, of 
course, involves the acquirement of 
wealth. The highbinder tongs are not 
in the business for their health, and 
Chung Chung Fook is a rich man, as 
Chinamen go. 

The Chinamen of his tong are rather 
proud of his rise from the huinblest 
walks of life.

UST GATHERS ON 
THE LOCAL FIELD.

San Diego Operators Continue Hope- 
less Search—Pioneer Oilman Compton 
Dead—Kern Using Ou en the 
Reads. 


Rust is gathering on drilling bits in 
several corners of the home field, and 
pumping jacks swing slowly under 
half pressure. 

All along the line there is a falling 
off, both in development work and the 
pumping of producing wells. This inac- 
tivity, which is even more marked than 
it was a week ago, is particularly no- 
ticedble in the west end of the western 
extension, where next to nothing is 
being done at present. The greatest ac- 
tivity is found in the east end, the old 
field, which can now boast of half a 
dozen new holes under construction. A 
number of operators were drilling 
around First end Lake Shore yester- 

but in most instances they are 
engaged in deepening old holes. 

As a reason for the present dullness, 
it is stated by interested operators 
that the present price of oll at home 
leaves too little profit for the well 
owner. This may be the true condition 
of affairs in the field extension where 
hauling is a considerable item, but in 
the near-by field the lack of a uniform 
market is the root of evil. 

As yet the Producers’ Association has 
not supplier the desited outlet; but if 
fait sulling ie encountered the asso- 
ciation will be in the field before the 
close of the present month. Today a 
meeting of incorporators will be held, 
and probably as a result a call will be 
issued for a general meeting of sub- 
ecribers for early next week. 

USES FOR OIL. 

That President Hays of the Southern 
Pacific has ordered all locomotives 
equipped with oll burners is welcome 
news to the petroleum producers of the 
State.

Aztecs in Mexico Compared to That 
of the Red Men of the United States, 
Traditions of the Nardarkos. 


[Washington Times:] An Indian 


agent has opportunities either for sac- 
rificing the Indians to his interests, 
or of sacrificing his own profit and 


pleasure to the welfare of the red 
man. An agent of the latter class re- 
cently visited the City of Mexico, un- 


officially, for the purpose of making 
some investigations relating to the 


land titles of the Kickapoo tribe which 


occupies a reservation under the Mex- 
lean government. The gent, in speak- 
ing of his journey to the land of the 


Montezumas, said: 
“I was in the City of Mexico for 


about two weeks, and had an opportu- 
nity to learn a dea! about the de- 
scendants“of t Aztecs. There are 
thousands of full-blooded Astec - In- 
dians yet in the Republic of Mexico, 
and their condition is not as good as 
that of the negro slaves in this country 


before the Civil War. The millions of 


Indian population in Mexico ere in a 
condition ot beggary and mora! deg- 
radation deserving the attention of ail 
wo are interested in the original in- 
habit nts of this continent. The in- 
dians in the United States ore a mere 
drop in the bucket compared to the 
number in Mexico. 


“The matter of greatest interest 1 


learned in relation to the Kitkapoo 
tribe is that twenty-five yenrs ag 
there were but 175 of the tribe in the 


b Of Mexico, and that January 


1, 1899, they had increased to 363: while 
the 400 Kickapoos who were removed 
by the military from Mexico to the 


nited States twenty-five years ago 


have now dim to 199 individ- 
uals. 


“It cannot be denied that, after an 


expenditure by our government of more 
than $160,000 in an endeavor to civilize 
them, the North American Indians 
who have been allotted lands in sever- 
alty with the surrendering lands 
open to white settlement will, within a 
limited time, become extinct, either by 
absorption or by the terrible death 
rate cuused by their constant aggrava- 
tion by the white population surround- 
ing them. While, as an Indian agent 
I have used and still ure the best en- 
ergy of my life to carry out the policy 
of this government toward the Indians 
the only reward and promise that is 


now visible for my efforts is the 


gradual extinction of the beings I am 
N benefit, and, in the light of 
my 


years experience, I must say 


frankly that unless the Indians can be 
located in some remote region where 
they can live apart from the. white 
man, the entire race In North America 
will become, in a few years hence, 
practically extinct. As evidence of this 
essertion I cite the fact before re- 
ferred to concerning the history of 
the Kickapoos in Mexico and the 
United States,“ 


It is learned from authentic sources 
that the present condition of many In- 
n tribes in this country is truly piti- 


able. The Mohawks, for instance, who 


‘ni ab't the Colorado River reservation 


are entirely dependent on the annual 
overflowing of the river and the 
efficiency of their Irrigation system, for 
the success of their crops. It lately 
happened that the river failed to make 
ite annual overflow and the experi- 
mental irrigation pumps erected some 
years ago broke down, resulting in the 
ruin of all unmatured crops and leaving 
the Indians without opportunity for 
self-support on the reservation. As the 
agent is only furnished rations to sup- 
ply one-third of the population, many 
of the Indtans were compelled to leave 
the reservation to escape starvation. 
A recent report from the Fort Apache 
Agency wae to the effect that the Indi- 
ans of that locality were in a starving 
condtion.

Teachers in Indian schools are said to 
be experiencing great dimoulty in per- 
suading theif pupils to become edu- 
cated. The intelligence of many of the 
tribes is said to be of a high order, but 
the educational system employed in 
government schools is reported to be 
antagonistic to the Indian nature. 

The agent referred to tells an inter- 
esting story which he heard during 
his Southern trip. It appears that be-

CITY GETS A SEWER FARM FOR 
TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


— 


More Desirable Than the Land Which 
Currier Tried to Make the Trustees 
Accept at a Much Higher Price—Mem- 
orial Jewels Presented. 


POMONA, June 7—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] Po- 
mona is rejoicing to a man over the 
fact that the City Trustees were able 
yesterday to close a deal whereby the 
city becomes sole owner of 100 acres 
of land which will be used as a sewer 
farm, the consideration being $10,000. 
This land is just east of and joins the 
forty acres owned by Senator Cur- 
rier, which the city at one time thought 
it would be forced to take at the exor- 
bitant figure of about $13,500 as a re- 
sult of the recent condemnation suit. 

Ever since the case came up the 
Mayor and the Trustees have been 
casting about for a way in which to 
extricate the city from the unfortunate 
position in which it was Placed by 
trusting too much in the representa- 
tions of Senator Currier, who gave the 
officials the assurance that the suit 
would only be a friendly one for tech- 
nical reasons, and that he would not 
contest the case. How vigorously he 
did fight it in the courts and to what 
expense he has put this city thereby 
is well known. 

It is for this reason that all the citi- 
zens are rejoicing over the new pur- 
chase, which is in reality much more 
desirable than the Currier land. Some 
of the owners of the 100 acres live in 
the North, whither the deeds to the 
property have been sent for execution. 
Aside from saving about $3500 by this 
deal the city gets a clear title of own- 
ership to the property, whereas it 
could only get an easement to the Cur- 
rier forty acres now, instead of a com- 
plete ownership, by reason of the con- 
demnat'gn proceedings.

Brick Letters in Clay Envelopes. 


{London Telegraph:] Within the 
last two months there has been opened 
to the public at the Rritish Museum 
a new bylonian room, which is un 
enormous addition to the memories 
of the ancient world. Ht conta.ns 
a complete series, unequaled cisewhere, 
of bricks and tablets of baked clay, 
with coneiform inscriptions rang’rg in 
date over to 83 years be- 
fore the Christian era. These writings 
are the very earliest history and 
literature of Western Asia. As far back 
as 3800 BB. C. the Babylonians had used 
block 
records, 


printing to stamp their brick 
while on the Assyrian side 
„re earthen document relating to 
land measurements and corn returns 
of wondrous detail. There are 4000- 
years-back letters sent by post in 
clay envelopes, the addresses and seals 
stili remaining. Business transactions, 
trials by jury. marriage contracts, 
divorces, an action in the Probate 
Court and the Uke are so faithfully 
preserved that far more may be known 
with certainty of ancient Babylon and 
Assyria than even our ancestors only 
a thousand years ago.

any British poet. But, as has been 
already stated, his register was not 
wide. Within a limited range he could 
and did achieve remarkable results, as 
in the refrain of “The Bells,” or “The 
Raven.” The musical effect of the bal- 
jad of either of these poems was, up 
to the time of their publication, un- 
equalled, and it has not been surpassed 
since. Poe, with a few choice words, 
like Paganini with his simple violin, 
produced a spell which was truly mar- 
vellous. It is said of the great musi- 
cian that such wes his control of his 
instrument and such his perfection of 
technique, that in every part of musi- 
cal Europe even with his very first 
notes he held vast audiences spell- 
bound. It may be said of Poe that 
such was his intuitive sense of beauty, 
and such the melody of his verse, that 
he arrested the reluctant attention of 
the reading public of the two English- 
speaking nations, and by his haunting 
music cast a glamor over their poets 
which none of them, after repeated ef- 
forts, has ever since succeeded in re- 
producing. Mr. Gosse tells us that Poe 
has proved himself to be the Piper of 
Hamelin to all later English poets, of 
whom there is hardly one whose verse 
music does not show traces of his influ- 
ence. Surely, it is no small distinction 
thus to have stamped the impress of 
one’s own genius for melodious verse 
upon the succeeding generation of Eng- 
lish poets, and that, too, of the Vic- 
torian era. 
Poe is sometimes called a poet of one 
m; and the criticism is not alto- 
gether unjust. For the world at large 
he is generally known as the author 
of “The Raven.” I think Mr. Stedman 
comes nearer the truth, however, when 
in an epigrammatic sentence he says: 
“Poe was not a single-poem poet, but 
a poet of a single mood.” The theme 
is the same in algnost all his poems, 
namely, ruin. This is the burden of 
his song; this the one poetic subject 


To be sure, the treatment varies, as 
might be expected; but the inspiration 
of his poetry is almost § invariably 
drawn from this one source. “Israfel” 
furnishes an exception, but it is an ex- 
ception which proves the rule. 

This is Poe's greatest limitation; and 
a serious limitation it is. It under- 
mines the foundation of his claim to 
being regarded a great poet, in the 
sense that English poets like Milton, 
Dryden, Byron, Wordworth, Tennyson, 
and many others that might be named 
are entitled to rank as great poets. 
Poe, in my judgment, is an artist in 
verse, a great artist, indeed, but hardly 
a great poet. It is true that he pos- 
sesses “originality in the treatment of 
themes, perennial charm, exquisite fin- 
ish in execution, and distinction in in- 
dividual manner’’—elements of poetical 
greatness as set forth by an eminent 
English essayist and _  critic—but he 
lacks, it seems to me, one of the qual- 
ifications needed to entitle him to rank 
with the great poets. His fatal de- 
fect is his narrowness of range.

In my own land, the civilization dif- 
fers from that of the United States. 
The difference is immeasurable. Were 
I to bring some of our provincial 
Turkish gentiemen to Washington, 
many of their questions concerning 
the value of American republicanism 
and equality would be perplexing. My 
imperial master is my autocrat. His 
disposition of myself and my property 
is as absolute as that of a father 
over an infant son. It is impossible 
to instance more majestic sway. 

But it will profit the nations little 

to advance along material lines, unless 

the true meaning of civilisation—cul- 

ture—is thoroughly studied. Civiliza- 

tion and conciliation are almost cor- 

relative terms. Men may de 

dainty and luxurious, without the 
ilization of culture. 

Throughout the world, today, there 
is an increasing class with whom civ- 
ilization is more than an exterior pol- 
ish. It is becoming a vital principle 
of the mind; and that nation most 
truly advances along the path of cul- 
ture whose struggle is to diffuse 
among the people a generous tolerance 
and a cultured understanding of 
the underlying principles of mor- 
ality and integrity. We all seek the 
same end, albeit we solicit our bene- 
fits through different ambassadors. :

EOLOGICAL PROOF OF THE

Evidences have been found of a 


former great sea around Mt. Ararat.

But toward 
the close of this period there were 120 
years (specially mentioned in the Bible 
as a time of warning) in which the 
movement was accelerated to such a 
degree that the rising waters gave 
point to the preaching of Noah. Dur- 
ing the last 371 days of this period the 
catastrophe culminated in the facts 
specifically related in the Book of 
Genesis, when the reverse movement 
began and cleared a space near Mt. 
Ararat on which’ the ark could rest, 
and where the race could make a new 
start under more favorable conditions.”

IAGARA FALLS POWER. 


[H. W. Buck in Cassier’s Maga- 
zlne: ] Probably no long-distance trans- 
mission line in the world has depen- 
dent upon it such important commer- 
cial interests as that which carries 
Niagara power to the city of Buffalo, 
and no line in the world ts a better 
illustration of the practicability of 
transmitting lerge amounts of power 
by electrical means over long-distance 
lines. Every trolley car in Buffalo re- 
celves its power supply over this line, 
and every arc lamp, as well in the 
streets of Buffalo, and many of the 
important factories of that city have 
no other source of power, for their 
operation than electrical power from 
Niagara Falls. 

Such has been the fulfilment of the 
prophecy made not many years ago, 
that to transmit Niagara power for a 
distance of more than two or three 
miles from the falls, would be “com- 
mercialiy impracticable.” Already it 
has reached out, in the cese of some of 
the arc lamps. on the outskirts of Duf- 
falo, to a distance of neur.y furt 
miles, and the limit has not yet been 
approached. 

On account of the great importance 
of the Buffalo transmission line, it had 
to be constructed with the utmost care 
in order to avold interruptions in serv- 
ice from mechanical defects, and had 
to be insulated in such a way asto be 
absolutely! unaffected by any of the 
stresses of weather to which it might 
be subjected, All trees within possible 
danger distance of the line were re- 
moved. 

A glance at the past development of 
the Niagara Falls Power Company in- 
dicates th» lines along which it is likely 
to grow in the future. As the manu- 
facturing arts advance, the element of 
wer becomes more atid more impor- 
t and cheap power therefore more 
demanded. Electro-chemistry is a new 
art, and one which hisgreat poseibilities 
ahead of it. The high temperatures ob- 
tained in electric furnaces have opened 
up a new field to chemical synthesis, 
and it is likely that many as yet un- 
discovered processes, which will require 
large amounts of electrical power for 
their operation, will be brought to 
light. The supply of power for electro- 
chemical purposes is especially desir- 
able in a water-power plant where large 
investment is necessary, for the power 
used by these processes is practically 
constant for twenty-four hours of the 
day. thus tending to reduce load 
“peaks” on the total station output. 

The economical distance to which 
power can be transmitted extends 
every year as the general demand for 
power increases and methods of hand- 
ling high voltages improve, and the 
electric equipment of steam rallway 
systems, which is certain to come in 
time, will open up a further field for 
the long-distance transmission of large 
amounts of power from a central point. 
second Niagara power house is 
at present in course of construction by 
the Niagara Falls Power Company. 
This is located near the present one, 
on the opposite side of the inlet canal,

it is the bathroom, an apartment much 
in demand among the Filipinos, wiih 
whom cieanliness is one of the chief 
virtues, and bathing a daily duty. 

These houses were formerly of stone, 
but s.nce the great eartquake of 180 
only wood has been permitted in the 
second stories. These are fitted up with 
sliding windows all around, to permit 
the freest entrance of air. At the same 
time, to keep out the hot glow of tne 
sunlight, glass is replaced in the win- 
dows by translucent seashells, through 
which only a modicum cf light can 
filter. Corrugated-iron roofs are com- 
mon, but they are very hot. To obviate 
this many roofs are covered with a 
thin layer of nipa-palm thatching, 
which is cooler, though dangerous in 
case of fire. 

In the native quarters of the city the 
houses are much simpler m design, 
each being composed of a single story, 
fitted from five to ten feet into the air. 
The house is built upon four stout 
posts, and put together without a nail 
or peg, the frame being of bambo», 
tied together with rattan. Nipa paim 
leaves or woven bamboo strips form 
the sides, and the roof is thatched with 
nipa leaves, or cogon, a long grass. 

floor is made of bamboo strips, 
with their rounded sides up ost, 
and tied together so as to leave wide 
cracks between. Swinging shades, 
which can be propped up during the 
day, serve for windows. A ladder takes 
the place of stairs. Ventilation ig the 
important thing that is constantly 


Often there is only a single room 
which serves for cooking, eating and 
sieeping, the fire being made ona heap 
of earth in one corner, and. when in 
use, filling the house with smoke. In 
the better houses there are two or more 
rooms. There is one great advantage 
in these houses. In case an earthquake 
should shake them down, or a typhoon 
topple them over, no one is likely to be 
hurt. The materials are too light to 
do any harm. And they are 80 open 
to the air as to make them much cooler 
than close-buikt dwellings. :

The cities a very large repre- 
sentation of the Legislatures and in 
Congress, and because of the rush of 
young men from the country, immi- 
gration, and the natural increase of 
population, that representation must 
inevitably increase. It 1s, therefore, 
of supreme interest that the men thus 
chosen should be thoroughly repre- 
sentative of the majority of the peo- 
ple of the communities mat elect 
them. In order to secure this great 
object, one-man rule must be broken. 
Political leaders we have always had, 
and shall continue to have while free 
government lasts; but political dicta- 
tors must be overthrown if the sub- 
stance and not the semblance of 
popular government is to be rved. 
That is the battle to be fought out 
in Greater New York this fall. 
Within the last four or five 
two men have become absolute dic- 
tators in the Democratic party of New 
York and Brooklyn. They have as- 
sumed to say who shall and shall not 
be nominated for every office in the 
gift of the people. The people, as 
represented in nominating conventions, 
have had nothing to do with the se- 
lection. The candidates are nearly 
all named in advance by these dic- 
tators, and the so-called conventions 
are mere registering bodies to carry 
out the wishes and execute the will of 
men who themselves dare not go be- 
fore the people as candidates for any 
position whatever. This is not de- 
mocracy. It is autocracy of the worst 
form, and to it must be traced all the 
evils of misgovernment that nearly 
four millions of people are now endur- 


nz. 
All the world has heard the story 
of the political leprosy that afflicts 
the Island of Manhattan. In Brook- 
lyn the situation is not quite so bad 
in many respects, because the oppor- 
tunities for pillage and plunder are 
not so numerous. but the City of 
Churches is rapidly coming up to the 
appalling height of political wicked- 
ness in its sister borough. Brook- 
lyn’s dictator is as absolute as his 
fellow-potentate in New York, and 
within his dominion assumes and ex- 
ercises the same despotic powers. 
Every man who ventures to show the 
least independence personally or po- 
litically is by him marked for con- 
dign punishment, so far as he can in- 
flict it He puts forth all his usurped 
power to drive those that thwart him 
from public Ute, or from any positions 
they may hold. Every place is filled 
with his creatures, who do his bid- 
ding as meekly as ever did the slaves 
on a Southern plantation. Under this 
absolute rule, Brooklyn's administra- 
tion is permeated with corruption in 
its worst forms, and the expense of 
governing the city is at least 40 pe? 
cent. greater than it should be if 
honest instead of dishonest methods 
prevailed in all its departments. 
Like his fellow-dictator across the 
Kast River, or the training track on 
the Wentage, Manor house, in Eng- 
land, this man professes the utmost 
devotion to the principles of Democ- 
racy. “Honest government” is the 
first principle of Democracy. as laid 


of the party. It is no exaggeration to 


men dufing the last twenty years 
York and Brooklyn have not been 
robbed of thousands and thousands 
of dollars by these men they have 
placed in power. Almost every office 
has been run for the money there is 


the interest of the people and the tax- 
payers that have to foot the bills. 
This is the “Democracy” of the two 
brazen bosses who assume to gov-

When off duty it 
it easy to reach his home, to get his 
meals with them, to see his children 
grow up. go to school end become men 
and women. £u’denly, without knowing 
why, he is Cetached and ordered off to 
a distant point, when it is impossible to 
be at home. This is what hangs over 
them. The captain can obtain the 
transfer of patrolmen, roundsmen and 
sergeant. and the leader can transfer 
the captain. Is it to be wondered that 
hundreds of men are made the pliant 
tools of their superiors when they know 
that the edict of banishment needs 
only the writing in of their names?

CAPITAL GOSSIP. 


TALK AT WASHINGTON DURING VA- 
CATION OF CONGRESS.

enn ASHINGTON, June 3.—What will 

Democratic party do for an issue 
in 1904? Republicans are tauntingly 
asking their politica! opponents this 
question since the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court on the insular cases were 
rendered, but they get no answer. At 
the polis the people repudiated the 
anti-imperiatism and free-silver issues, 
and now the Constitution-following- 
the-flag doctrine has been swept aside 
by the tribunal which it was confi- 
dently expected would maintain it. 
This shatters the Kansas City plat- 
form into splinters, and no political 
carpentry can ever put it together 
again. ft is a curious historical coin- 
cidence that Jefferson's old Republican 
party of à century ago and McKinley's 
Republican party of. today have won 
on precisely parallel issues. The old 
Federalists bitterly opposed the an- 
nexation of Louisiana, just as the 
Bryan Democracy have opposed the ac- 
quisition of Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, and they were beaten go over- 
whelmingly that, after the famous, or 
infamous, Ilartford convention, they 
went out of existence as a political or- 
ganization. So far as the expansion of 
the republic is concerned the Federal- 
ism of 1800 and the so-called Democ- 
racy of 1900 are two of a kind, and will 
be brackcted together in history. 


What a record of blundering to call 
it by no harsher name, the Democratic 
party has made for itself during the 
past forty years! It fought to per- 
petuate slavery. It declared the war 
for the preservation of the Union a 
failure and nominated as its Presiden- 
tial candidate an able though some- 
what overrated soldier, who, out of 
self-respect, was compelled to repudi- 
ate that platform in his letter of ac- 
ceptance. It opposed the great policy 
of protection to our industries and ad- 
vocated free trade, which would have 
made all Americans the industrial vas- 
sals of European nations. It antago- 
nized the building of the Pacific rail- 
roads, which have done so much to 
unify and develop the country. It 
then made itself the champion of pa- 
per money. Subsequentiy it butted its 
stupid, stubborn head against all the 
amendments to the Constitution, made 
necessary by the changed conditions 
that followed tht suppression of the re- 
bellion. Accidentally entrusted with 
power, it plunged the country énto 
financial and industrial panic and de- 
pression almost without precedent in 
the history of the republic. The one 
bright spot in this long record of po- 
litical folly ie the loyal support it gave 
to the McKinley administration in the 
Spanish war; but in the end it ob- 
scured, I may say blotted that out, by 
ite advocacy of doctrines which the 
Supreme Court cecides are unconstit.- 
tional, and, therefore, governmentally 
and politically heretical. Providence 
alone can foresee what the Bryans. 
Altgelds and Tilimans win next 
with the modern Democracy, the worst 
misied party the republic has ever 
seen. 


The persistence of certain Democratic 
politicians and newspapers in keeping 
before the country the idea that it is 
the intention of the chiefs of the Re- 
publican party to give President Mc- 


ing. They are not thinking of any- 
thing of the kind, and for the very ex- 
cellent reason that each and every one 
of them wants the nomination for 
himself and hopes to get it. Nor is it 
believed that the Presidgnt himself de- 
sires or would accept a renomination 
unless the governmental conditions 
three years hence shall be of so grave 
and complex a character as to make it 
a patriotic duty on his part. Those 
that are closest to the President say 
his ambition is more than satisfied. 
The office has not been a bed of roses 
for him, and he tones for the repose 
and tranquillity of privete life. The ob- 
ject of these third-term Democrats is, it 
ie suspected, to find a ground of attack 
against the administration and the Re- 
publican party, and nq one being in 
sieht at the present time, they are 
Amven to the desperate expedient of 
inventing one.

We should take care, too, not 
to think it for the interest of that great 
contine to press too soon on the 
Spenia Those countries cannot be 
in better hands. My fear is that they 
are too feeble to hold them un our 
population can be sufficiently advanced 
to gain it from them piece by plece. 
Jefferson, it will be seen, contemplated 
the advance of republic over the 
whole continent. 


Another English magnilo- 
quently declares that “a second empire 
has been born from Anglo-Saxon stock. 
Henceforth there will be American 
subjects as well as American citizens.” 
This is pure rot. Never can there be 
under American constitution forms 
“subjects” in the monarchical meaning 
of the term. The inhabitants of the 
Territories have now no vote in Con- 
gress. They do not vote for the Presi- 
dent who selects the man to govern 
them, but they do not on that acconnt 
consider themselves “subjects.” 
are in a state of transition, on their 
way to full American citizenship. And 
so will it be of the new terri we 
have acquired. Its inhabitants will be 
very far from being “sub =, 
they become fitted for self-government 
they will gradually advance to the Ter- 
ritorial condition, the secondary stage 
of perfect citizenship. Englishmen. 
with few exceptions. never could un- 
derstand the American principles of 
governmental administration. 

The social season in Washington 
came to an end weeks and weeks ago, 
and its leaders are nearly all scattered, 
not only over the country, but over 
Europe. Some of them, however, have 
not yet taken their departure, and one, 
the wife of a high official, telle me that 
a strenuous effort will be made next 
winter to reform and simplify the 
great functions, such as dinners and 
receptions, so that they will be less of 
a burden and a drain upon the health 
and physical strength of those that 
give and take part in them.

Two of the best-known Brazilian 
Writers are Ruy Barbosa and José do 
Patricinio, editors of prosperous news- 
papers published at Rio. The former 
is a member of Congress, a shrewd 
lawyer and a keen politician. A 
splendid orator, undoubtedly the best 
in South America, he has a powerful 
influence in State affairs. His edi- 
torials are full of fire, scathing in 
sarcasm, and, aa literary 
are ranked very high for purity 
language and choice of words. 

Patricinio is of African descent. He 
is, however, received as an equal offi- 
clally and socially by all in the federal 
capital. Born a slave himelf he was 
a very prominent figure in the aboli- 
tion movement, which resulted in the 
freedom of his race in Brasil, without 
bicodshed. This unique character, 
whose influencé is courted and feared 
by the government, is the author of two 
very creditable romances of real merit:

SAMPLE OF BRAZILIAN ROMANCE 
An example of modern romance in 
Brazil is taken from the book entitled 
“O Baptismo” (The Baptism.) by Co- 
elho Netto. It may be said that the 
translation of Portuguese into English 
is rather difficult, owing to the com- 
parative richness of the former lan- 
guage in words and the poverty of the 
latter. Where one English word may 
be used to express a special meaning, 
there are often several Portuguese 
idioms with a slight shade of differ. 
ence expressing practically the same 
thought, but not wholly so. The fol- 
lowing translation is a free one:

HISTORIANS OF BRAZIL. 

Brazil has produced no historian of 
preéminent merit, nor has its national 
story, so full of interest, go rich in ad- 
venture, and of such piciuie:que de- 
tall, been told in its best measure. it 
offers a rich field tor some Prescott or 
Macaulay.

HISTORIAN AND DIPLOMAT. 

Dr. Aseis Brasil is the author of 
“Historia da Republica Rio Grandense”’

Brazilian history. 

Dr. Luiz de Mattoen Maia has pub- 
lished a school history of his country. 
which possesses great merit as a text- 
book, but searcely goes beyond a mere 
chronicle of events. In fact, the ro- 
mantic and interesting story of Brazil 
from the time of Columbus and Vasco 
da Gama remain almost untold. Ser- 
era! short histories of the Paraguayan 
war has appeared, but they are only 
records of that flerce fought war when 
the little republic of the Upper Platte 
for six years, or from 1864 to 1870, was | 
assailed by the combined land and 
naval forces of Brazi!, Argentina and 
Uruguay.

CHIEFS IN A LAND OF POETRY. 

Brazil is a land of poetry, and has 
produced more writers of verse than 
of prose. Everything is on so vast a 
scale—the great rivers, the wide, roll- 
ing plains, the sky-reaching moun- 
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tains, the luxuriant vegetation, forced 
into almost abnormal life by the sun's 
direct rays—this, combined with the 
impassioned life and nature of the peo- 
ple, has conspired to give the imagi- 
nation full force, which manifests it- 
self in love of art, of letters and song. 
As one of their writers says: “The 
trees, the flowers, the birds, all breathe 
poetry. The purity of the skies, the 
rivers vast as seas, the grandeur of 
the forests, profound and romantiy 
the beauty of the colossal cataract, all 
inspire, all exalt. all awake the wish 
to sing. Concalves Dias exclaims: 
“The sky hen has more stars, the 
fields more flowers, the woods more 
life and the life more love than else- 
where.” It is a national passion. 

Two of the country’s best-known 
poets are now in the United States, Dr. 
Assis Brasil, Minister Plenipotentiary 
and Envoy Extraordinary at Wash- 
ington, and Dr. Fontoura Xavier, Con- 
sul-General at New York.

THE KING OF THE TRIOLET. 

Dr. Fontoura Xavier is ranked 
among the best writers of his country. 
He is known as the “king of the 
triolet.". Dr. Xavier was born in the 
clty of Cachoetra, State of Rio Grande 
do Sul, in 1856. He studied law in 
Lao Paulo, and, according to the state- 
ment of his friend, Arthur Azevedo, 
in a biographical sketch recentiy pub- 
lished, left there bearing “the fame of 
an poor student, but a good poet.” 
Abandoning the pursuit of legal know!l- 
edge, Dr. Xavier entered heart and 
soul into the field of literature. He 
vas a comtributor to nearly all the 
prominent journals and magazines of 
Trail. In the city of Porto Alegre he 
joined with such men as Assis Brasil. 
Julio de Castilhos, ex-Governor of 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, and Bar- 
ros Cassel, in the publication of the 
Feceracao, one of the most influential 
newspapers in the promulgation of the 
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present republic. The edition of his 
“Regio Salimbanco" (“Mountebank 
King.) which appeared in 1877, has 


been completely exhausted, as has also 
his edition of Opalas.“ a collection of 
bis best early poems. Two of this au- 
thors poems of recent date, which have 
received deservedly popular recogni- 
tion, are on American sudjects—“Niag- 
are and “The Bald-Headed 
agile.” 


BEST OF MODERN BRAZILIAN 
POETS. 


Olavo Bilac is regarded as one of the 
best of contemporaneous poets, He was 
born in Rio de Janeiro in 1845. Bac 
is endowed with rare talent and ex- 
ceptional artistic ability. Having de- 
voted himself three years to the study 
of law and four years to medicine, he 
did not practice either profession, but 
abandoned them for Uterature, which 
was more to his taste. His works are 
undoubtedly influenced by a long resi- 
dence in Paris, where he associated 
with the artists and writers of the 
French capital. In 1888 he published a 
volume of poems of 200 nder 
the general title, “Poemas.” This 
work includes thirty-five delightful! 
sonnets. An excellent series of poems 
is entitled “Cartas do Olympo.” 

Another native of Rito won a 
first place in the honor roll of poets— 
Alberto de Oliveira. He has published 
four volumes—"Cancoes Romanticas,” 
“Meridionaes,” “Sonetos e Poemas” 
(Sonnets and Poems.) and, more re- 
cently, “Verses” e Rimas.” “Do 
Loque”™ (The Fan) is one of his notable 
poems, of which Machado de Assis 
says: “This fan is a reduction of the 
shield of Achilles. Homer, by the 
hand of Vulcan, controls a profusion 
of causes—the earth, the sky. sun, 
Toon, stare, cities, armies and herds. 
Gur poet applies the same process to 
the simple fan of a lady with opulence 
of thought and style, and the appro- 
priate appreciation of the picture 
painted. e real characteristic of the 
pages is the imagination, vibrant and 
mu ical. unoccupied with the prob- 
lems of the human soul, a fine culti- 
vation of good forms, loving even 
tears when they flow from bewitch- 
ing eyes” 

Theophilo Dias, nephew of Gon- 
calveas Dias and heir in a measure to 
his poetical talent. was physically and 
intelecttally much Iike his uncle. He 
left his home city, Maranhao, in 1875. 
and matriculated in the academy at 
Sao Paulo, from whose doors £0 many 
of the Brazilian poets have issued. 
“Cantoes Tropicacs” (Tropical Songs) 
was his first book, which attracted 
attention. Two of his best-known pub- 
lication are “Fanfarras” and “A 
Comedia dos Deuses He was an in- 
tense poet, but did not reach his fun- 
est possibilities, as he died at the early 
age of 22 years. 

POEMS oF RAYMUNDO CORREA. 

Raymundo Correa is a poet whose 
preductions are read with profit and 
interest. His.name is known almost 
as Well in Portugal as in his own 
country and extends even beyond the

Of the later Brazilian s it m 
be said that Theophilo shed is ihe 
most ardent, Raymundo Correa the 
most serene, Alberto de Oliveiro the 
most artistic, and Olivo Bilac the most 
spontaneous. 

FRENCH INFLUENCES IN BRAZIL. 

French ideas, mannerisms and style 
have an impressive influence on Bra- 
zgillan literature—probably more than 
that of any other tongue. The reasons 
for this are not far to seek. As a 
rule, children of parents financ.ally 
able to afford the expense, are edu- 
cated in the Par sien schools, colleges 
and universities. While many are sent 
to our oon country to study engineer- 
ing and similar branches, for lite:a- 
ture, art and linguages, they und their 
way to the French institutions. The 
courses in French in the home schools 
eceupy years, and the educated Bra- 
zilian is almost as famillar with the 
language, manners, thoughts, life and 
history of France as of Brazil, end 
not infrequently, even more so. This 
is due more to custom and necessity 
than to any lack of patriotism. The 
book stores of the large cities in Brasil 
have more books in French than in 
any other language. iction writers 
of no other nationality have an equal 
influence on Brazilian letters. Long- 


fellow and Cooper, of our own writers, 


are more widely real and studied than 
any other. “Hiawatha” is a school 
study. and has an infilvence on the ro- 
called “Indiansmos" school of authors. 

M. Louis Pilate de Brunn Gaub's'’, 
the eminent French poet, diseus ing 
the work of the contemporaneous Bra- 
Allan poets, says that the most etrik- 
ing choractoeristic of their productions 
is their hiehy-develope i aginative 
qualities. The poems are chiefly lyric 
and dramatic. the former abounding 
in passion and a certain voluptuous- 
ness. and the latter full of energy and 
fire. They hold, one and all, that 
poetry is not odapted to the field of 
polemics, but should appeal to the 
heart. M. de brunn Gaubast claims, 
and fustiy, too, that the work of th= 
Brazilian poets is worthy the atten- 
tior of the reader and the student, and 
that ite imaginotive qualities nd 
power of originality give them an im- 
portant place in contemporaneo-s 
erature of the world.

There are fifty-seven members of, the 
party, and they come from various 
Southern California cities and towns, 
with a sprinkling from the northern 
section of the State. At this writing 
the expedition is about forty-eight 
hours’ old, and it is safe to say that 
@ most agreeable set of people have 
been drawn together. They have 
started out to have a good time; ex- 
ceptional facilities for having a good 
time have been provided, and in all 
human probability the excursion will 
prove a good time from beginning to 
close. It will be an event to be re- 
membered pleasantly until each mem- 
ber of the party closes his or her fina] 
account with the affairs of life. 
ATTENTIVE RAILROAD MEN. 
The authorities of the Santa Fé 
Railway seem to be putting forth most 
extraordinary efforts to make this ex- 
cursion a success. A finer train of 
vestibuled Pullmans was never made 
up for a special excursion. It consists 
of two drawing-room cars, a dining 
car and a combination smoking and 
baggage car. The last named is pro- 
vided with a barber shop and a read- 
ing-room, with files of the leading 
papers and magazines. The excur- 
sionists have access to their trunks at 
any time, and this is a great conveni- 
ence, 
The train service is everything that 
could be asked. From conductor to 
brakeman, and all along the line, the 
employés of the company are men who 
know how to make people comfortable, 
and they seem to take a personal de- 
light in doing it. EK. W. McGee, rep- 
resenting the management, accom- 
panies the excursion as far as Chic . 
He is the life of the train, the leader 
in everything that makes for the en- 
joyment of the excursionists. Each di- 
vision superintendent along the line 
has shown his personal interest in our 
train, sending along a special repre- 
sentative to travel with the party over 
his division. C. C. Ray, trainmaster 
of the Los Angeles division, kept us 
company and saw that things ran 
smoothly as far as Barstow. E. H. 
Coapman, trainmaster of the western 
Arizona division, came with us from 
Needles to Seligman. I. L. Hibbard, 
superintendent of the spur line from 
Williams to the Grand <afion, kept in 
hand all arrangements for that side 
expedition and led the march. He went 
wita us from Williams to the end of 
the track, then took to the saddle and 
accompanied the stages to the rendes- 
vous at the hotel on the brink of the 
great chasm. He saw that everything 
necessary for the transportation and 
comfort of the party was provided, and 
he even lent his engineering talent, his 
strong right arm and his herculean 
left foot to the overthrow of the ten- 
ton rock that was sent thundering 
down a precipice for the delectation 
of the visitors.

COMPLIMENTS OF SANTA FE. 


I should note the fact with a w 
line of asterisks and double 
gers that the Santa Fé management 
gave us this entire excursion to the 
Grand Cafion as a compliment to The 
Times and its party of wayfargrs.

hills, through scattered pine timber and 
many interesting sights by the way. 
An hour and three-quarters brought us 
to the hotel and tourist camp, located 
on a commanding cliff of the Grand 
Cafion. I shall not attempt a deacrip- 
tion of the overpowering spectacle 
which rewarded our first glance. It 
does not readily put itself into words. 
The average beholder seldom expresses 
himself further than with a deep 
breath and a profound on!“ Mrs. 
Otis, who is the poet and the descrip- 
tive writer of our expedition, will tell 
you how the incomparable spectacle 
impressed her. 

The hotel at the cliff is as yet rather 
a primitive. affair, but anybody can 
see that it is the nucleus of a fine ro- 
sort. A one-story building of three or 
four large rooms is the main structure. 
There is a long, one-story structure 
neatly painted and with a veranda in 
front that evidently serves for lodg- 
ings. A dozen cottage tents at the 
rear of the hotel probably serve the 
frame purporte. A capacious stable for 
the stage teams completes the group. 

The two hours remainine now 
were passed most delightfully in wan- 
dering up and down the cliff. and 
feasting upon the grand spectacle 
epread out in panorama before us. 
Some of the party, assisted by the em- 
ployés of the stage company, gave ws 
more spitited diversion by loosentng 
and tumbling off the edge of the cliff 
& great rock, that must have welghed 
two or three tons. The mass leaped 
down a sheer descent of seven or eight 
hurdred feet, struck a ledge with a 
mighty thud, raising a cloud of splin- 
ters and dust, and then hounded 214 
rolled off into the depths of the cason 
two or three thousand feet below. A 
pine tree that happened to be in the 
wey was snapped off like a mustard 
stalk, and sent flying high in air. From 
the cafion came up a mighty roar and 
a smell of something that might have 
been that of burning sulphur or 
powder, or a surcharge of electricity 
from the friction of the rocks. One 
of the camera fiends took a “shot” at 
the rock as it was making its first 
mighty leap. I hope the film wil! ge.

THAT CAPACIOUS HAMPER. 

At noon lunch was served by our chef 
of the dining car, who had very 
thoughtfully brought along a capactous 
hamper. After lunch we took stages 
again, and rode to a favorable point 
of observation abaut two miles up the 
cafion. Here we obtained a compre- 
hensiye view both up and down the 
cafion, looking off forty or fifty miles 
in either direction, and giving up a 
glimpse of the Colorado River, run- 
ning turbidly in the depths of the 
cafion ten or twelve miles from our 
view point. 

Before starting back, a much larger

was sent fiying off the cliff. is one, 
which must have ~~'-hed eight or ten 
tons, had to be pried up and toppled 
over with jack-screws. After making 
its firet leap, it shattered into ten 
thousand fragments on the ledge be- 
low, and went bounding down the 
cafion in as many detached pieces, like 
a fire of grape shot caroming against 
the angles of a fortification. It was 
a fitting and an awe-inspiring climax 
to our short visit on the heights. 
Then to stage again at 4 o'clock and 
back to Nowhere station. It was a 
dusty and a tired lot of wayfarers who 
returned to the train. Some looked 
like mulattos and some like brak«- 
beam tourists. and tHe most ardent 
desire among them was to get at some 
water. The dust and the little discom- 
forts, however. passed out of mind 
with a good ablution, but the impres- 
sions of this trip to the Grand Cafion 
will be lifelong memories. Everybody 
is brimming over with praises of the 
magnificent scenery and the glorious 
experience. We felt cur firet tinge of 
regret last night when we said gocd-by 
to Barry Chandler, the genial and 
whole-souled business manager of The 
Times, and his amiable wife, who wer 
obliged to turn their faces homeward 
et Willlams. They took in the Grand 
Cafion excursion and had thetr first 
look at what has been repeatedly called 
the grandest scenery in the world. 
There is much that I must say about 
our train service and the men who are 
making life vo smooth and delightful 
for the wayfarers—particularly about 
the commissary department under the 
management of that famous caterer, 
Harvey, but this must be deferred for 
another letter.

Highwaymen. 


Dramatie Adventure in 
Cajon Pass. 


Los Angeles Man Made Rob- 
bers Hold up Their Hands 
and Skip. 


Perhaps no more dramatic and thriil- 
Ing scene was ever enacted in the San 
Bernardino Mountains than that tn 
which a Los Angeles man was one o': 
the princtpal performers on Tuesday 
last. 

John F. Gaines of this city, on the 
day in question, was driving to Cajon 
Pass in a mule-wagon, containing some 
prospecting tools and supplies. At Cu- 
camonga, to avoid a long detour by 
way of San Bernardino, Mr. Gaines 
took a lonely road, well known to 
travelers that way, and when ériving 
along, probably two miles from any 
human habitation, he saw on the road 
ahead of him two Mexicans walking 
toward him, one of them with a gun 
on bis shoulder. 

Gaines is not a nervous man—not a 
bit. He ts a frontiersman, has been a 
deputy sheriff, and carries bullet 
wounds in his body as proof of the as- 
sertion, so he wasn’t particularly con- 
cerned about the two men he saw 
coming toward him, just at a turn in 
the road.
